Big Sum Will Be Used in World- 
Wide Campaign for Better- 
ment of Peoples. Upland to 
Have Big Share. 


— 


, The Methodist Episcopal church 
is to raise $105,000,000 in their great 
Centenary Drive during the week of 
May 18 to 25. 

Forty million dollars will be spent 
for missionary work under the Stars 
and Stripes in the United States 
and her possessions. Another $40,- 
000,000 will Be expended in mission- 
ary work in foreign lands. In ad- 
dition, a Reconstruction program 
calls for $5,000,000 a year for five 
years, or $25,000,000 for Reconstruc- 
tion purposes. This makes a total 
of $105,000,000, the largest sum ever 
undertaken to be raised by any 
church in history. 

The Reconstruction program will 
include Europe and America. In 
Europe it will rebuild homes, towns, 
and cities; conduct schools, equip 
orphanages, maintain social centers, 
provide hospitals, and give the pure 
gospel to the people; $2,500,000 is to 
be invested in the rehabilitation of 
Belgium, France, Italy, the Balkans, 
Russia, North Africa, Spain and Fin- 
land. The amount each will re- 
ceive will be determined by the find- 
‘ings of a deputation sent to Europe 
to study the actual needs. 

The other $2,500,000 of the annual 
budget for reconstruction will be 
spent in the United States for the 
following purposes: 

War emergency, $608,500. 

Industrial reconstruction, $567,000. 

Rural reconstruction, $644,500. 

Americanization, $361,000. 

Educational reconstruction, 

$319,000. 

Total, $2,500,000. 

The $40,000,000 for Home Missions 
will take the church and the school

60 UP AND CON: 
SUMER SAYS ~ 


AS IS USUAL, ULTIMATE 
CONSUMER GETS IT A 
LA MR. CHICKEN 


Riverside and Orange People 
Protest Raising of Rates Be- 
tween Towns. No Extra Toll 
Between Upland and Chino.

The position of the ultimate con- 
sumer these days is quite largely 
the same as the man who took two 
jumps to cross a chasm. 

With the issuance of the tele- 
phone bills ultimate consumers 
found their house bill had jump- 
ed from $1.00 to $1.50, while busi- 
ness houses found another dollar 
added to their telephone expense. 
Accompanying the enlarged bill was 
a slip of paper dwelling at length 
on a lot of things that the ultimate 
consumer didn’t take much stock 
in, the only thing that he was con- 
cerned in was the fact that his 
telephone cost him more per month 
after the war was over than it did 
when the war was going on. 

Throughout the towns of South- 
ern California the people are go- 
ing after the phone companies, but 
the companies* are backed by the 
government, at present, so the re- 
sult is hard to prophesy. 

Over at Riverside the city council 
emphatically made it plain that it 
cnosiders the recent rate raise in- 
stituted by the Pacific Telephone 
company a violation of- the fran- 
chise granted by the municipality. 
A resolution was passed by the city 
fathers protesting against the rate 
raises, and City Attorney Estudillo 
was instructed to use all means in 
his power to protect the people 
from exorbitant telephone charges. 

Under ordinance No. 201 the city 
council is given power to regulate 
telephone rates within the munici- 
pality, and tc see that they are rea- 
sonable. In the opinion of many 
the cify might declare the telephone 
company's franchise forfeited; and 
it is pcssible that this may be done. 
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Bernardino the 

: ; ton, Del Rosa and Pat- 
ton have had free toll but now 5c 
per call is charged. Just wh; the 
same rule doesn’t apply between 
here and Ontario is solved hy this 
company being the Ontario-Upland 
Telephone company, but why there 
isn’t a toll charge between here and 
Chino is still another problem for 
Mr. Consumer. For if it costs 5c to 
telephone. from San Bernardino to 
Colton, why doesn’t it cost about 
the same amount to telephone from 
Upland to Chino. 

Here’s Another One 

On top of the announcement of 
the raise in telephone rates together 
with the explanations of the whys 
and wherefores of it all, comes an- 
other announcement by the South- 
ern Counties Gas company that the 
rates on gas are going to be low- 
ered, 

Now, Mr Consumer, figure it out. 
Your telephone rates are going up 
but your gas rates are going down. 

Gas users generally in Upland and 
Ontario will have lower rates as a 
rule if the application of the South- 
ern Counties Gas company to the 
Railroad Commission is granted. 
The company has made application 
for an adjustment of its rates, which 
are divided (1) Domestic, (2) Gas 
Engines, (3) Bakers. packing houses, 
etc., (4) Steam Boilers.

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RAILROAD CONTROL AND 
WATERWAYS 


UST when discussion of the 
railroad problem in the 
United States was lag- 
ging, Walker D. Hines, 

Railroad Administrator, took 4 
trip to the Pacific Coast, and he 
has‘ been telling the people of 
that section certain things about 
the railroads that are likely to 
give a needed fillip to the gen- 
eral consideration of this impor- 
tant subject. It would be well 
if what he says were being more 
widely reported in the newspa- 
pers, for the subject is one on 
which the public is sadly in need 
of information, if opinion is ev- 
er to approach a definite form, 
such as will be of assistance in 
solving the involved problem; 
but in default of wider publica- 
tion of the reports of his ad- 
dresses, it is gratifying to learn 
that this national official who is 
directly responsible for the rail- 
roads of the country is taking 
steps to get the railroad condi- 
tions before the public while the 
opportunity for discussion is fa- 
vorable. From such reports as 
are now available, Mr. Hines 
seems to be coming out pretty 
definitely for private ownership 
of the railroads, but he does not 
favor returning the roads_ to 
their owners under the old con- 
ditions of control.. He is mak- 


even on the supposition of pri- 
vate ownership, there must be 
radical changes in management 
and direction before the _ rail- 
roads will be brought into line 
with the best ideas of progress 
and the actual needs of the 
country. 

Like the majority of those who 
have considered this question in 
the light of the experience dur- 
ing the war, Mr. Hines sees the 
need of greater unity in the 
handling of the rail lines, but he 
would undertake to bring this 
unity into effect by compelling 
the formation of from twelve to 
twenty great railroad companies, 
into which, presumably, the 
many individual companies could 
be gathered by some form of 
merger, in such a manner as to 
provide that the larger and 
stronger lines should carry. along 
the smaller and weaker ones. He 
would preserve a measure of 
competition by maintaining these 
great companies as separate or- 
ganizations, but he would under- 
take to make the government 
regulation of these companies |

Thus, in these two plans, both 
the government Railroad  Ad- 
ministrator and the execut'ves 
rcpresenting, it is claimed, 93 
per cent of the railroad mi-cage 
of the United States, are in fa- 
vor of more direct government 
regulation than of old, an1 have 
declared for a broader and more 
general scheme of management. 
Both also stress the point that 
whatever plan is adopted should 
be such as to provide sufficient 
revenues and to attract private 
capital, with a view to meeting 
the cost of extensive improve- 
ments that will be needed year 
by year. But so far as published 
reports indicate, neither of the 
declarations sets forth any very 
definite policy with respect of 
the relation of the railroads and 
the national waterways. In these 
respects the ideas set forth are 
true to the old order of things. 
They do not look forward to any 
handling of railroad business on 
lines fundamentally different 
from those that have been con- 
ventional heretofore. In marked 
contrast is the proposal of the 
Railroad Brotherhoods, for ex- 
ample, that railroads shall no 
longer be conducted on a_ basis 
of earning a profit on private 
capital, but shall be conducted 
on a basis of service at cost. Such 
a proposal, of course, would 
would mean the abandonment of 
conventional railroad methods 
of financing, and would point to 
a new era. It would place rail- 
road service in the same ecate- 
gory wtih postal service. Profit 
exactions would be no longer a 
spur or a burden; adequacy and 
celerity would be the major con- 
sideration. 


Apparently the Railroad Ad- 
ministrator feels that the service- 
at-cost idea demands no serious 
consideration at this time, but 
it is to be hoped that he will 
take occasion, before he finishes 
his speaking tour, to go rather 
fully into the question of rail- 
road relation to waterways. The 
fact that waterways were not at 
any time sympathetically con- 
sidered by railroad men in the 
United States in the days be- 
fore the war gives no warrent 
for overlooking them now. In 
fact, it is difficult to see how any 
broad plan of railroad manage- 
ment and development can now 
satisfy the people of the country 
unless it shall give full measure 
of importance to all water traf- 
fic routes and consider them ex- 
haustively in their present and 
possible relationship to the land 
lines. Waterway development 
has already consumed vast swms 
of money in this country, and 
even greater sums are without 
question ready to be put to use 
in further development of the 


same sort if the government will|- 


only furnish some guarantees of 
an intelligent purpose to make 
the water routes practically 
available by providing unequiv- 
oeally for their correlation with 
the rail lines. That some such 
correlation would be aecorded as 
a result of the complete public 
control of the railroads was a 
fair inference from official state- 
wents made at the time the lines 
were taken over, Yet the need 
of haste in the freighting of ma- 
teriel and fool, during the pres- 


isure of war conditions, served

INFLUENZA MYSTERY—A STORY 
OF AMERICAN HEROISM 





Frederic J. Haskin, in Los An- 
geles Times: Washington, D. C., Jan. 
17—An experiment which makes the 
transmission of influenza a more baf- 
fling mystery than ever and which 
at the same time places on record 
an act of self-sacrificing heroism by 
about one hundred naval volunteers 
has just been completed by officers 
of the United States Public Health 
Service cooperating with medical of- 
ficers of the United States Navy at 
Boston and San Francisco. 

As nearly every one knows, scien- 
tists all over the world, in combat- 
ing the spread of influenza which is 
still going on, have proceeded on 
the assumption that it is transmitter 
chiefly by coughing and _ sptiting. 
The theory has been that the dis- 
eased mucus thrown out by these 
acts is filled with the germs of in- 
fluenza, which thus find lodgment in 
healthy tissue. All the experiments 
heertofore made seem to _ indicate 
strongly that influenza is transmit- 
ted in this way, and it is well ac- 
cepted that most other respitory 
diseases are so carried. 

This latest experiment consisted 
in submitting the hundred men who 
volunteered for the purpose to every 
possible method of infection with in-

The local ‘Chalmers dealer, W. C. 
Riley, has just received the details 
of the latest achievement of the 
Chalmers Hot-spot.

When the remarkable work of the 
Los Angeles hot-spot was first aa- 
nounced it was intimated that the 
using of a new car had much to do 
with the excessive mileage obtain- 
ed. This objection’ was completely 
eliminated by the contest commit- 
tee in verifying the claim that the 
Chaliners used on the trip had al- 
ready been driven 4945 miles. 

Less than one pint of oil was used 
on ihe three hundred mile trip and 
despite the frequent stops that nec-
